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Dancer Who Killed 


Lover on Yacht in 
Cuba Given Pardon 


Patricia Schmidt Will Be 


Released From Jail, 


Probably Today 


Havana, Cuba, Oct. 1—(AP)— 


Patricia (Satira) Schmidt, exotic 
dancer who shot and killed her 
married lover on a yacht in Ha- 
vana harbor, was pardoned last 
night by 
President 
Grau 
San 


Martin. 


Patricia, 23. of Toledo, O., who 


used "Satira" as a professional 
name, admitted 
she shot John 


Lester Mee of Chicago after a 
violent battle aboard his yacht 
April S, 1947. 


She pleaded self-defense, saying 


he beat her and threatened to kill 
her during an argument which 
started when she discovered he 
was married. 


Medical examiners said her body 


had been bruised and scratched, 
apparently with a wire. The ex- 
amination disclosed bruises on the 
chest, back and right thigh. 


Satira has been serving a 15- 


year sentence. 
She has been in 


prison since April 13, 1947, the 
day the 
33-year-old 
Mee died. 


Mee, an attorney and wartime 
PT boat commander in the Pacific, 
had been shot in the neck with a 
.22 caliber bullet. 


The pardon still must be signed 


by the prime minister and the 
minister of justice and the decree 
must be published in the Official 
Gazette before the sultry dancer 
is released, but these formalities 
are expected to be completed to- 
day. 


Met in Chicago Club 


Mee and Patricia met in Chicago 


while she was dancing at a club 
there. 
She had been dancing in 


Caribbean night spots and came 
from Trinidad to meet Mee in 
Havana. There they lived aboard 
the yacht, which had been named 
Satira after her. 


Patricia's trial en.ded last Dec. 


22. 
She 
xvas 
convicted 
and 


sentenced to 15 years imprison- 
ment and ordered to pay a $5,000 
indemnity to Mee's heirs. 


Mee had a varied career, having 


been a poet, dancer, accountant, 
linguist, musician 
and 
onetime 


midwav barker before he devoted 
himself to law.

Widow, Mrs. Mary Dixon Mee, 
who danced in Chicago under the 
name of Marilyn Drake. 


Charles Jack.«on of River For- 


est, 111., 27-yearold friend of Mee, 
who was on the yacht at the tinn 
of the shooting, was held for a 
time for allegedly concealing in- 
formation but later was acquitted. 


In an interview after her ar- 


rest, she said: 


Had Promised Marriage 


"We are terribly in love. 
He 


had promised to marry me. I came 
to Havana to await his arrival." 


Describing the night of the 


shooting, she said: 


"He became very angry and 


hit me on the face and body and 
ordered me off the boat. Then he 
ran out of the cabin. In a moment 
he came back and I thought he 
would kill me. I wanted to run 
from the cabin but ho stood in the 
only entrance. 


"I ran to the drawer and got 


the pistol and fired it blindly. He 
was coming toward me, and I 
saw him fall. I ran to the door and 
called for help."
